Chicauo, Nov. 4, — The returns from 
the entire country, althoaf^h Incomplete I 
In tome states, are of a luiturc to insure ^ 
the election of MoKluIey. A suificieut 
nxunber of states has declared for the | 
Republican party to make certain 208 
votes in tht> chctdral colltfjo for its 
leader. The states whose votes are suru 
for him are as follows : 

California, 9; CoiiiH'C'licnt, fl; Dcla- 
are, 3 ; Illinois, 2i ; Iiidiuiia, 15 ; Iowa, 
18 ; Maine, 6 ; Maryland, 6 ; Massachu- 
setts, 15 ; Michigan, 14 ; Minnesota, 9 ; 
New Hampshire, 4 ; New Jersey, 10 ; 
New York, ;«) ; Nortli Dakota, IJ ; Ohio, 
23 ; Oregon, 8 ; Pennsylvania, 82 ; Rhode 
Island, 4 ; Soath Dakota, 4 ; Vermont, 4 ; 
West VirTiolA, 6, and Wlaoooiln IS. 
Total, 268. 

The returns show some Interesting 
features and in some rosiji'cts have been 
a surprise to the leaders of both po- 
litical parties. The New England states 
have, as was expeeted, piven heavy 
plur.ilities for McKinli'V, without ex- 
cepti<(n. Tlie Rei)ubli('au ticket wa« 
successful iu M^issachasettB beyond 
what was claimed for it h7 the most 
enthnsiastio prophet of Republican sue* 
cess. 

New York and Pennsylvania vied 

witli eaeh other for the largest plurality 
and the tigures at hand do not indicate 
which one of them has surpassed the 
other. Kaeh stat(> has fnven the Repub- 
lican candidate between 2")(),(Mi()o and 
880,000. To these states Ilhnois is a 
good thinl iu its plurality for the win- 
ning candidate. If the percentaare of 
gain over tho presidential election of 
1892 that has so far been shown contin- 
ues to the end it will give a plurality of 
not far from 175,000. 

In the gubernatorial race Altgeld has 
been badly defeated, but is not buried 
BO dee]) and is probably about tio.ooo 
ahead of the Democratic national tirket. 
There has been evidently a larKc vote 
cast throughout the state for MoKiuley 
and Altgeld. 

In Indiana, If any of the rules for es- 
timating the vote of a state, which pre- 
vious to the present election held good, 
are still to be relied upon, fliere is no 
jnstiliuatiou for the Democratic claims 
of having carried the state. If the ratio 
of Republican gain continues to the end 
of the count McKiuley will have ap- 
progdmatelj 90,000 plmaUt7 In the 

state. 

Ill Iowa, as far as can be seen from 
the returns at jircseut, the Republican 
plurality has been very largo— not fur 
either way from 75,000. 

Ohio, which has all along been 
claimed by Chairman Jones as a state 
in which Bryan would push MeKlnley 
very close, has ^Wvn the Republican 
candidate an overwhelming plurality. 

In Ifiohigan the election has resulted 
in a very heavy reduced vote for tlie 
Republican ticket. The free silver pa- 
pers of Detroit concede th(! state to Me- 
Klnley by 25,000. The la.«i proviou.s 
voteiu the state was in 'i>5 when 
Moore, the Republican candid ite fur 
justice* of the supreme court, had a 
jilurality of 71,487 over McOrath. his 
Di'nKKTatic rival. 

West Virgiuitt is confidently claimed 
by the RepuVUoaas, and the chairman 
of tho Democratic state central comniit- 
tee haa conceded the state to McKinley. 

Tennessee presents some of the inter- 
ecUng features of the campaign. Pat- 
tenon, tho gold Democratic candidate 
for congress in the dty of Memphis, is 
nwtiing neck and neok with his oppo- 
^Hfiit. and the official CWVPI ^ ^ .n Mr 
to 4wlde bMMi t^n. Tko 



stat7 at large is claimed by both parties, 
and because of the length of the ticket 
the returns are coming in so slow that 

in it'ier side feel justified in clainiiiif-' 
the i -iectoral vote with ony confidence. 

North Carolina la claimed by both 
parties, but as in Tennessee the returns 
are very slow, and no definite conclu- 
sion is possible at present. 

South Carolina, Georgia, Mississippi, 
Alabama and Louisiana are all for Bry- 
aud by aboat the nflrmalDratocratio ma- 
jorities. 

The Virginia electors will without 

question be for Rryaii, but thflj WlU be 
elec ted by a reduced vote. 

The Republicans have abandoned all 
hope of Texas and the state is conceded 
to Bryan. Tho fusion between the Pop- 
nhstsand the RepubUcaaa la this state 
did not prove a 8ncoe.u. 

Nebraska has gone for Bryan nnt- 
withfitanding tho Republican claims, 
but Kansas has as yet said practically 
nothing. The returns show Democratic 
pains in some districts, and these are 
offset by Republican gains in otlur 
parts of the state. Both parties claim 
tlie state, but the few scattering returi s 
♦ hat are in so far are of so indertiiite a 
character as to malvc any clalmsno mat- 
ter by whom made, of a very uncertain 
character. 

Wisconsin is sure for the Republican 
column by an enormous plurality. 

Minnesota, which was regarded as 
doubtful by both ])artiea, has surpr's ':1 
everybody by the size of its Republican 
pluntlity and McKinley will have ap- 
proximately ;{0,000 to 10.000 nior :• votes 
in the state than Iliyan. Ooveruor 
Cloiiph, whose election w a ; considered 
doubtful, is certainly elected. 

The latest information from the two 
Dakotas shows that North Dakota i> 
very sure for McKinley and the proba- 
bility that South Dakota will be found 
iu the same oolnmn, although the result 
is close. 

The Republicans claim Wyoming and 

Washintrfoii, but the probabilities seems 
against them in botli states. Oregon 
has gone for McKiuley and C/olorado as 
expected, has given Eiyau a heavy plu 
rality and Adams has without a doubt 
been elwted governor. The interest in 
the election 'in the state centered iu the 
state tickets of which there were sev- 
eral r< presenting in a great variety of 
interests. 

Idaho, Montana, Utah and Nevada 
have all gone for Bryan bj heavy ma- 
jorities. 

California has, on the strength of flu 
returns at hand, undoubtedly gone for 
McKinley, tho city of San Francisco 
giving him a plurality of ti,'.»17. C)nc 
half of the outside precincts show a 
Democratic gain of 41 votes, showing 
that tlie Denifwratic reliance upou the 
heavy supiwrt of the rural districts was 
not entirely warranted. 

Delaware, where the RepnbHcati party 
has b; en rent in twain because of tin 
Adilieks-llig.v'ins fight, lias 1 ei)t in l m 
Repnblicau column. Tho vote for the 
Republican electors has been unusually 
large, showing that the factional dis])ute 
did not extend iu any g^reat moasoru u 
the national ticket. 

The vote of Maryland has shown an 
interesting reversal from tliat of the 
last presidential election. Cleveland 
carried the state by a plurality of 21,130 
and this year Mc^nley has a plurality 
of slightly over 21,000 in the dty of Bal- 
timore ttloue.

CoLi'MBLs, O., Nov. 5. — More com- 
plete returns reduce the Republican 
plurality claimed about one- third. The 
returns from the rural districts arc in- 
creasing the Democratic vote so that 
McKinley's plurality is now estimated 
at from 80,000 to 60,000. The largest 
Republican plurality ever given a lu-esi- 
dentinOhio was 84,000 for Gurlleld in 
1880. Republicans still chtim this will 

be doubled. 

Tlie Democratic state coniinittce claim 
they will make gains over tlie vote of 
the last throe years, when the R( puli- 
Ucans had pluralities of 80,000 in 
of 137,000 in 1894 and of 99,000 in 1895. 
The Democrats claim from four to five 
of the 21 congressmen and the Repub- 
licans concede three congressmen to 
them. 

When the Republicans carried Ohio 
by 187,000 two years (igo the Demo< rats 
elected only two congressmen. The 
Dt inocrats now claim the election of 
{;»<irge W. Marshall, Das id Meeldson, 
.Tames A. Norton and .lani' s McDowell 
in the Fourtli, Fiftli, Thirteenth and 
Seventeenth districts, and that the re- 
sult in the Third and Twelfth diatrietf 
are in doubt.

IxniANAPOLis, Nov. 5. — Chairman 
Martin of the DennKTatic State commit- 
tee claims that it will require the offi- 
cial count to detenniu'- the n suit iu In- 
diana. He litis received returns from 81 
of the 92 counties, showing a plurality 
for McKinley of 8,817. These did not 
include Marlon county, which would 
iucn use McKinley's plnrall^ to about 
i;5,ooo. 

Chairman Martin, however, chingi s 
that iu some counties of the state the 
Democratic and Populist votes were not 
aggregated which, if true, would de- 
crease McKinley's apparent plurality 
and far that reason he will await ilie 
ofllcial count, refusing in tlie nn antiiue 
to concede the state. TlieNI counties 
heard from i*liowed a Democratic loss 
over 189S of 15,442. Iu some of thi 
loniities still to be heard from the Dem- 
jcrats expect considerable losses. 

As the Populist vote in the state 
aniiiunts to :i(i.(Mi<i, practically all of 
which the Democrats claim, a future 
aggregation of the vote would offset a 
plurality for McKinley of many thou- 
sand. It would be some time before it 
can be determined whether the vote has 
been aggregated, and pending such 
knowledge the stati' will be in doubt.

It is safe to say that Mcfiliuley's plu- 
rality in Indiana will not ho ie.ss than 
1.",'mO nor more than 25,003.

.V I'oiiit For KariiiiMN. 
Weed seed in manure is one ^reat ob- 
jection to its use. \Vi- aie asked how to 
destroy such seeil. We know of no wav 
except to compost the manure so that 
its heat will kill the seeds. If this is 
done, cover the pile with loam or dry 
muck, to absorb the ammonia (nitrogen) 
that might otherwise escape. To pre- 
vent weed seed in manure, cut hay, 
clover, etc., early, Itefore the wee<l8 have 
gone to seed. Mowinits badly infested 
with sorrel or other early weeds should 
be cut extra earlv and plowed, fertilised 
and seeded to millet or to fodder corn. 
The amount of weed seed carried into 
the barn in late cut' hay often causes 
much loss and work by being spread over 
the farm in the manaie ; clean cutting 
and early mowing would avoid tbia.

THE .NEW METER. 



The Peny in the Slot Mmhine is Filliag a 
Public Want. 



The penny iu the slot gas meters have 
not yet reached New York, but they have 
spread within the last three of four years 
throughout London, and have found their 
way into every large city in England, 
says an exchange. The reports of meet- 
intrs of nns companies and of corpora- 
tions owning gas works that are published 
there from day to day show that the de- 
mand for them continues almo!-t un- 
abated. ]3uring the last year alone one 
London gas company has sent out more 
than nO,000 of these meters. A few 
months a^o the demand was so very ^reat, 
and tlie metermakers so little able to 
meet it, that the company had to discon- 
tinue supplies for awhile. Another Lon- 
don company, the South Metropolitan, 
has sent out during tbe last four years no 
less than 50,000 of this class of meters, 
says the New York Journal. 

In Manchester tbe penny in the slot 
meters are being sent out at the rate ot 
from SOO to 1,000 a month, and in Liver- 
pool, Birmingham and other northern 
cities the demand is equally great. 

Tiii'se !iiacbines, which arc really a 
boon to small householders and a corre- 
sponding trial to small dealers in wood 
and eoal and burnini; oil, are now being 
made proof against human guile. The 
gas companies, through lonn experience, 
have become wary, indeed. Id tbe new 
meters French pennies will no longer 
work the oracle. The penny which used 
to be attached to a string and withdrawn 
when value had been received is now ir- 
recoverable. The sticky jienny, which 
used to keep tlie gas " on," can not effect 
a fraudulent lodgment, and among the 
English slot patrons now there is iiotbini; 
for it liut dull, prosaic rectitude until 
their ingenuity can devise some fresh de- 
vices for " beating tha nachino."

Urcenop Couuty To the Front Witli Aasthe r 
Mysterieis Mirder-Rebbeiy the

day night of a foul murder that ha^ 
caused Himoat as much excitement in a 
part of the county aa the famous Perry 
murder case did two years ago. 

Jordan Harris, one of the oldest citi- 
zens of the county, a man aged over 
eighty-five years, had spent Sunday with 
friends back of tiuincv. He was to have 
been home early in the evening and 
when he failed to arrive Charles Harris, 

one of his sons, starti-d in searcli of liim. 
The old man lived near Bruahart and in 
going home had to i>a88 what is known 
a« '■ Nivrt-'cr Hill," six miles from '^liiicy 
and which uas at one lime known as the 
toughest place in Northeastern Kentucky, 
being the home of Aroh Horner, an oKI 
fellow who did an illicit business in llii- 
nors and always had a hard crowd about 
lii-i estalilislinient. 

(H late the plate has gained a more 
savory re])ntation but many hard char- 
acters live near the " bill." 

Wiien young Harris was within a half 
mile of .Vrcli Ibiriicr's liotisc he saw a 
horse standing by the aidu of the road 
and near it lay some dark object. On a 
n-^ar approach he wa-; li irrili.' I to find 
that it was the body ot hid luilier. appar- 
ently dead. Help was Mummon-d and 
the body carried tf) \rr\i Horiier'' house. 
Here it was discovered that lile wa-^ still 
in the body and a doctor wa- sent lor. 
He fouud but one wotiml on Han is and 
that was at the foreheail just al)ove the 
eyes. The Mow had frai.-tur. d the sknll 
and death from it was alm>)8t certain. 
Harris was taken to the home of his sons 
who lived not far from the "hill." 

Harris always carried quite a sum of 
money with him bnt nothing was found 
on his body and his pockets had eviilentiy 
been ritl..'d. There is no doubt that he- 
was murdered for his money and the 
d 'ed was prohal-ly done l)v some men 
with whom he had Iroulde bef(;re. In- 
citement runs high and if the guilty 
parties are caught it will go hard with 
them. 

Harris was one of the best known men 
in Greenup Count •, having been a refi- 
dent of the county all his life. He 
leaves a large family of sons and daugh- 
ters, all grow n.

BRYAN I NTE RVIEWED. 

Itatement Miule In Reply to Nuineron* 
TeleBraina. 

Li v( Ml \, Nt'b., Nov. o. — !^Tr. Ilrvan 
last ijit,'ht ^.'ave out tho foUowiny in 

reply to niuMerous telegrams from stl 
parts of tho country : 

••The Democratic national comniitte(> 
claims enough states to give a majority 
in the electoral college, but the vote is 
very dose in several of the slates and 
the result can not be positively known 
until the entire voti- is counted. In all 
close contests it is wise lor both sides to 
wat< li the returns to jraard a;raiiist tJie 
possibility of niistakt , intentional or un- 
intentional." 

Mr. Dryaii iliclated this statement to 
a ty]H'writir, but when pressed for 
something more for the press, declinwl 
to yield, sayiiiK that lio could (jive no 
ntteranc'ff to his opinion a-s to the result 
or outline his intentions until the out- 
come should be deliuitely known. In 
conversation with friends he freely dis- 
cussed the probabiliti<'s, referring to the 
closeness of the vote in several of tho 
states, and coniiuiring notes witli them 
on the chances in Kentucky, Indiana, 
West Virfrinia and other states of ap- 
parently narrow margins.
